A VISIT TO THE ARMAND CHAMPA NUMISMATIC LIBRARY 

It was referred to by some as the Invasion of Louisville, 
conjuring up visions of some Civil War battle won by one 
side or the other. It was far from a battle, but it did 
represent a high-water mark in the annals of numismatic 
bibliophilia for bibliomaniacs from all parts of the U.S.A. 
The invitees arrived, not by horse, on foot, or on troop 
trains, but in Old Charter # 2015, a Greyhound Bus. They 
had assembled anticipatoria 11y in a hotel lobby in 
Cincinnati on the morning of July 23, 1988, armed with 

little more than a desire to share a completely unique 
experience. It would rival a visit to the now-dispersed 
Eliasberg coin collection, for if there exists anywhere a 
rarer, more complete, finer condition, magnificently bound 
assemblage of numismatic literature, it has to be only in 
the fantasies of the mind.
